* After surviving what must have 
been 2 terrible ordeal, 18 Chinese 
cooiics appeared before Mr Gale, 
5.M., at the Central Sydney Police 
Court on March 6 charged with 
having beon prohibited im- 
wigrants. The Asiatics were 
members of a party. of 20, two of 
whom died as the result of their 
privations on ‘a voyage from 
Batavia to Sydney. 

The Chinese explained that they 
boarded the steamer “Houtman” at 
Batavia, and secreted themselves 
in # cavity in the bowels, of the 
steamer below the bunkers. The 
heat in this dark, Httle-ventilated 
hidirg place .was almost wabear- 
able,and when the prese:ce af the 
men was discovered, after the 
vessel left Brisbane, one had 
aready died as the result of the 
privations he had undergone, and 
arother died shortly after ‘his 
release, Both were buried at sea. 
It was explained that the men 
had no water, but that they must 
have obtained some on board 
the vessel. Neither'did they have 
any appreciable supplies of food. 
The emaciated condition of the 
survivors was proof of the suffering 
they must have undergone -during 
the voyage, and they appeared 
pleased when they were discover- 
ed by onc of the engineers. They 
stated that they had stowed away 
in the belief that the vessel was 
bound for Hongkong,
